Oklahoma City, July 5.—Dr. J. C. 
Mahr, state health commissioner, was 
acquitted of the charges of habitual 
drunkenness, gross neglect of duties, 
and par:iality and corruption in office 
by a jury in Judge Clark’s section of 
the district court Friday afternoon. 
Mahr, who was appointed to the office 
of state commissioner of health by 
Governor Charles N. Haskell in 1908, 
was indicted by the April Oklahoma 
county grand jury of irregularities in 
office. The indictment, although charg­ 
ing a felony, sought only Mahr’s re­ 
moval fro moffice. 
The case was given to the jury at 
the close of Judge H. Y. Thompson’s 
argument for the state Friday after­ 
noon at 3:45 o'clock, and the verdict 
was returned at 5:20. The jury came 
down shortly after it had retired and 
the foreman asked that 
Dr. Mahr’s 
testimony be read, especially the part 
relative to the hours that he put in 
at his official duties. 
The acquittal of Dr. Mahr was re­ 
garded generally as a vindication of 
the governor as well as the health 
officer as Governor Cruce appointed 
Dr. Mahr to continue in office after 
the latter had served during the Has 
kell administration. He was criticised 
in some quarters at the time of this 
action. 
Taking testimony in the case was 
started Tuesday morning and consum­ 
ed the greater part of three days. Ar­ 
gument was opened Friday morning 
by Assistant County Attorney John 
Choate following the reading of the 
judge’s charge. In his charge, Judge 
Clark stated that it would be neces­ 
sary only to find Mahr guilty of one 
of the charges to remove him from 
office.

It will be a week of celebration in 
honor of the Perry centennial and the 
first of a series of such celebrations 
that are to be held in numerous cit­ 
ies and towns along the lakes this 
summer.

Erie was appropriately selected for 
the beginning of the celebrations, <as 
it was here that Commodore Perry’s 
flagship, the Niagara, was built and 
launched one hundred years ago, and 
from Erie the celebrated naval hero 
started out in search of the enemy. 
After having lain beneath the wat­ 
ers of Misery Bay, near here, for 
nearly a century, the Niagara was re­ 
cently raised and restored 
by 
the 
Stare of Pennsylvania in order that 
she may figure in the centennial cel­ 
ebrations about to begin. The histor­ 
ic old ship is to be placed on public 
exhibition here and 
at 
the 
other 
points where the celebrations are to 
be held. 
A museum of Perry relics has been 
established on the ship. Among these 
relics and momen oes are Commodore 
Perry’s sword, now the property of 
Perry Belmont; the Commodore’s pis­ 
tols, his appointment as a captain in 
the navy, signed by President Madi­ 
son, and the Jarvis portrait of Perry, 
which is the property of the Navy De­ 
partment at Washington.

"This Is My 74th Birthday"—Nelson 
A. Miles. 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U. S. A. 
retired, who has been making person­ 
al observations of the war in the 
Balkans, was born 
at 
Westminster, 
Mass., Aug. 8, 1839. In his youth he 
clerked g | store in Boston. At the 
beginning of the civil war he enlisted 
as a volunteer and shortly afterward 
was commissioned lieutenant colonel 
o fthe Sixty-first New York Volun­ 
teers. At the age of 22 he became col­ 
onel of his regiment. He was wound­ 
ed three times and was present at all 
the important 
engagements in the 
campaign of the Army of the Potom­ 
ac up to the surrender of Gen. Lee at 
Appomattox. After the war Gen. Miles 
entered the regular army as colonel. 
In 1871 he married the daughter of 
Gen. William T. Sherman. After his 
marriage Gen. Miles was stationed on 
the western frontier, where he made a 
great reputation in campaigns against 
the Indians. He 
was 
commissioned 
brigadier-general in 1880, and upon 
the retirement of Gen. Schofield in 
1895 he became the head of the Unit­ 
ed States army, being the first officer 
who enlisted as a volunteer soldier to 
attain that honor. In 1903 Gen. Miles 
was retired from active service with 
the rank of lieutenant general.

ery here having taken place in 1892. 
In the interval Chicago, Cleveland. 
Boston, Saratoga, Louisville and Pitts­ 
burg, among other cities, have enter­ 
tained the triennial conclave. In the 
matter of attendance Washington. D. 
C.f holds the record, over twenty-five 
thousand templars, by actual count, 
having passed in review before Pres­ 
ident Harrison, but Denver hopes to 
eclipse this record, and to show at 
least forty thousand plumed knights 
in line next week. 
For nearly two 
years 
the 
local 
committees of reception and entertain­ 
ment have been preparing for the ad­ 
vent of the mighty hosts that will so­ 
journ in this city during the next 
seven days, and even thus early the 
hundreds of strangers are willing to 
admit that the work of the committees 
has been well done. 
In the 
matter of decoration, it 
might be said that Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed as is Denver 
today. On every hand are to be seen 
the emblems of the order intertwined 
with the national colors. The electri­ 
cal decorations are particularly rich 
and elaborate. When Grand .Master 
Melish is escorted from the railroad 
station tomorrow b ythe Denver com­ 
manderies, numbering 1500 swords, he 
will pass along an avenue lined with 
more than IOO light poles, each bear­ 
ing the national colors, represented 
In two flags. Between these will be 
the templar insignia of 
cross 
and 
crown and a maltese cross in black, 
besides which there will be festoons 
of colored lights. 
The scheme of decoration includes 
an exact reproduction of the Mickel- 
gate bar of the Benedictine Abbey of 
York, England, erected in the year A. 
D. 40 or 50, and which was a popular 
meeting place for the knights cen­ 
turies ago. On another street is a 
representation of the watch tower of 
the ( hateau de Laughers, France, and 
near It a facsimile of the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem. 
The conclave program will be ush­ 
ered in Sunday morning, when Bish­ 
op Walden, grand prelate of the grand 
encampment, will conduct religious 
services for the knights in the audi­ 
torium. In the evening a sacred con­ 
cert will be given at the grand stand. 
on which 25,000 people will be ac­ 
commodated. 
The proceedings of the grand en­ 
campment will begin Tuesday at noon 
after the big parade. Deputy Grand 
Master Arthur MacArthur of Troy X. 
T., will be elevated to the position of 
grand master, in succession to Wil­ 
liam B. Melish of Cincinnati. 
The latter part of the week will be

In ad­ 
dition, there will be several great re­ 
ceptions and other social functions 
given in honor of the visitors bv the 
City of Denver and the local com­ 
manderies. 
When the conclave is over the vast 
majority of the visitors will start on 
sight-seeing trips through Colorado. 
Large parties have been organized to 
visit Colorado Springs, Manitou, the 
Garden of the Gods and other places 
of scenic interest. Many of the visi­ 
tors from the East will extend their 
journey to California and to Oregon. 
Washington and British Columbia be­ 
fore turning their faces homeward.
